Asians  converting  look  of  Zone 

New  store  is  one  small  indication  of  changes  on  lower  Washington  Street 


A  tale  of  two  countries 

Assimilation  of  war-tom  people  is  seen  through  camera  lens

The  team  of  James  Higgins  and  Joan 
Ross  have  helped  bridge  the  gap  of 
understanding  through  their  recent  book. 
Southeast  Asians  —  A  New  Beginning  in 
Lowell,  a  montage  of  photos  revealing  the 
sometimes  uneasy  assimilation  of  Asian 
refugees  in  this  small  community  north  of 
Boston. 

Higgins  and  Ross  spent  an  entire  year 
getting  to  know  the  Southeast  Asian 
refugees  there  before  gaining  enough 
trust  and  understanding  to  comfortably 
photograph  them. 

Comprised  of  nearly  60  striking  black 
and  white  images,  A  New  Beginning  in 
Lowell  is  divided  into  three  parts  focusing 
on  Cambodians,  Laotians,  and  Viet¬ 
namese.  Each  section  is  translated  into 
the  corresponding  language  of  the  people. 

Says  graphic  design  artist  and  partner, 
Joan  Ross,  “Once  you  meet  the  refugees 
and  really  develop  a  kinship,  you’re 


given  all  the  incentive  you  need  to  carry 
out  such  a  project  because  these  people 
have  gone  through  hardship  most  of  us 
have  never  touched.” 


“When  you  decide  to 
escape,  you  decide  to  die; 
when  you  escape  without 
death,  it’s  like  being  born

One  of  their  outstanding  shots  shows 
two  soldiers  of  the  Cambodian  army 
brandishing  tattoos  on  their  chests,  arms, 
and  necks.  The  caption  reads,  “When  we 
fight  in  the  Cambodian  Army,  we  believe 
the  more  tattoos  on  the  body,  the  more 
protection  in  the  war.”

It  was  a  risky  venture,  but 
Kuang-ming  Cheung  is  not  sorry 
about  his  decision  to  open  a  store 
in  the  Combat  Zone. 

Cheung  decided  to  set  up  a 
Chinese  grocery  and  pharmacy 
right  in  between  X-Cinema  and 
the  Book  Mart,  two  adult  enter¬ 
tainment  stores  on  Washington 
Street. 

Partial  owner  of  Viet  Hoa 
Market  Co.  on  Beach  Street, 
Cheung  thinks  the  opening  last 
month  of  Vinh-Kan  Gingseng 
Co.  marks  the  beginning  of  an 
auspicious  endeavor.  He  and  his 
wife  say  say  business  is 
operating  smoothly. 

Indeed  there  are  other  Asian 
businesses  in  the  Combat  Zone, 
but  when  Vinh-Kan  opened  its 
doors  in  April,  it  was  the  most 
striking  and  visible  influx  from 
Chinatown  in  recent  times. 

For  years  many  have  talked 
about  the  forthcoming  decline  of 
adult  entertainment  on 
Washington  Street,  yet  nothing 
seems  to  change  until  someone 
like  Cheung 
opens  up  a 
store  and 
makes  it  ap¬ 
parent  that 
the  Zone,  al¬ 
though  slow¬ 
ly,  is  making 
a  transforma¬ 
tion. 

The  para¬ 
mount  in¬ 
fluence 
behind  this 
comes  from 
Asians.  There 
are  several 
Asian-owned 
buinesses  in 
the  Combat 
Zone:  the 


China  Trade  Center,  the 
Pagoda  Theatre,  Saigon  Metro 
Restaurant,  Lau  Service  Centre, 
and  the  soon-to-built  Knapp 
Street  apartments. 

Similarly,  Peeperama,  an 
adult  entertainment  shop  with 
peep  booths,  a  type  of  business 
frequently  vilified  by  Chinatown

opened  its  doors  in 
April,  it  was  the  most 
striking  and  visible  in¬ 
flux  from  Chinatown 
in  recent  times. 

residents,  is  owned  by  an  Asian, 
Gene  E.  Wong  of  Newton. 

Another  obvious  symbol  of 
this  change  is  the  MBTA  Orange 
Line  subway  station  on 
Washington  Street.  Formerly 
known  as  Essex,  the  station 
changed  its  name  to 


Modica  said  last  Thursday  that 
her  office  is  reviewing  alleged 
violations  of  all  premise  holders 
in  the  city  and  that  the  adult 
entertainment  district  is  one  area 
that  is  under  examination. 

In  two  recent  decisions,  the 
office  handed  Caribe  Lounge  a 
warning  for  committing  viola¬ 
tions.  And  the  license  of  the 
Glass  Slipper  was  revoked  for 
three  days  last  week  because  of 
prostitution  in  the  club. 

The  chief  perpetrators  in 
breaking  the  law,  suspects  the 
Boston  Police,  is  Capitol  Ar¬ 
cade,  the  Intermission  Lounge, 
the  Naked  I,  Peeperama,  and  the 
Pilgrim  Theatre.  Together  they 
have  dozens  of  alleged  viola¬ 
tions  that  range  from  prostitu¬ 
tion,  assault  and  battery,  and  sex 
activity  on  the  premises  to  minor 
violations  like  improper  lighting 
and  broken  locks. 

Remarkably,  Cheung  and  his 
wife  have  no  complaints  about

Adding  to  this  pressure  on 
adult  entertainment  is  the 
mayor’s  Office  of  Consumer  Af¬ 
fairs  and  Licensing,  which  is 
scrutinizing  the  licenses  of 
stores  and  clubs  in  the  Zone.

disturbances  from  prostitutes 
and  miscreants  that  give  the 
Zone  its  unsavory  reputation. 

Vinh-Kan  is  clearly  no  passing 
business  venture.  Cheung  says 
he’s  in  the  Zone  with  the  inten¬ 
tion  to  stay.

Chinese  schools  will  hold  a  summer  camp 


The  New  England  Chinese  Schools 
Association  plans  to  hold  a  summer  camp 
at  Regis  College  in  Weston  for  students  in 
Chinese  language  schools. 

The  camp,  which  lasts  from  August  2 
to  8,  is  open  for  youngsters  ages  six  to 
16.  Students  may  commute  or  stay  at  the 
camp  during  the  week. 

Activities  will  include  language  in¬ 
struction,  calligraphy,  painting,  paper 
cutting,  martial  arts,  and  folk  songs  and 
dances.  There  are  other  miscellaneous 
classes  such  as  swimming,  cooking,  and 
sports. 

For  commuting  students,  the  camp  will 
run  between  8:30  a.m.  and  5:30  p.m. 
each  day.  The  fee  is  $95  (includes  lun¬ 
ches).  For  students  who  will  lodge  at  the 


camp,  the  cost  is  $195  (includes  all 
meals). 

June  1  is  the  deadline  for  enrollment. 
You  must  withdraw  before  June  20  if  you 
want  a  refund.

The  New  England  Chinese  Schools 
Association  was  formed  this  year  in 
January.  It  is  comprised  of  13  schools 
around  New  England. 

Prof.  Tien-fang  Yang,  acting  chairman 
of  NECSA,  said  students  from  other 
schools  not  part  of  NESCA  may  also  at¬ 
tend  the  summer  camp. 


Taipei  becomes  third  Asian  city 
to  have  sister-city  tie  with  Boston 


Continuing  its  long  history  of  ties 
with  Asia,  the  Boston  City  Council  ap¬ 
proved  a  resolution  last  month  that  sets 
up  a  sister-city  relationship  with 
Taipei. 

Urged  by  individuals  in  the  Asian 
community.  City  Councillor  James  M. 
Kelly  introduced  a  resolution  to  open  a 
sister  relation  with  Taipei  on  April  15, 
which  was  unamimously  approved  by 
the  council. 

“This  is  the  first  step  forward  to 
promoting  already  existing  ties  bet¬ 
ween  Taipei  and  Boston,”  said  Sui-chi 
Lin,  director  of  the  Coordination 
Council  for  North  American  Affairs, 
the  Republic  of  China’s  cultural  and 
trade  office  in  Boston. 

“Taipei  is  the  spiritual  and  business 
center  in  Taiwan,”  Lin  said.  “We 
hope  we  can  promote  business  rela¬ 
tions,  cultural  activities,  and  sport  ac¬ 
tivities.” 

The  Taipei  City  Council  has  not  for¬ 
mally  endorsed  the  bond  because  the 


resolution  has  not  come  up  for  a  vote, 
said  Lin. 

Robert  Guen  of  the  Boston  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Health  and  Hospitals  is  one  of 
the  leading  individuals  who  encourag¬ 
ed  Kelly  to  draft  the  resolution.  “Mr. 
Kelly  felt  that  people  from  Taiwan  are 
active  with  many  of  his  Chinese  con¬ 
stituents,”  said  Guen.  Other  in¬ 
dividuals  who  exhorted  passage  of  the 
resolution,  Guen  said,  are  Frank  Chin, 
David  Wong,  and  Davis  Woo, 
members  of  the  Chinese  Consolidated 
Benevolent  Association. 

The  resolution  states,  “  .  .  .the 
Boston  City  Council  .  .  .  urges  ...  to 
explore  the  expansion  of  business, 
cultural,  trade  and  economic  ties  bet¬ 
ween  our  two  great  cities.” 

Boston  also  has  sister  ties  with 
Barcelona,  Spain;  Hangzhou,  People’s 
Republic  of  China;  Kyoto,  Japan; 
Melbourne,  Australia;  Padua,  Italy; 
and  Strasbourg,  France. 
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purveyor  of  Chinese  herbal 
medicine  in  Chinatown  and, 
perhaps,  all  of  New  England,  it 
is  said  to  be  comparable  in  size 
to  herbal  medicine  stores  in 
Asia. 

Vinh-Kan’s  Chinese  doctor 
(not  a  certified  physician  by  the 
state)  calls  Cheung’s  gamble  to 
start  a  business  in  the  Zone 
“brave.”  The  doctor  knows 
business  will  be  brisk  since 
there’s  a  large  market  for  tradi¬ 
tional  Chinese  medicine  here. 

Cheung  says  he  main  reason 
for  opening  on  Washington 
Street  had  nothing  to  do  with  the 
spirit  of  change  there.  It  was 
purely  a  business  decision. 
Cheung  says  the  leases  on 
Washington  Street  less  expen¬ 
sive  than  those  on  Beach  Street. 
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Watchdog 

Mayor  Raymond  Flynn  nam¬ 
ed  city  officials  to  a  group  to 
monitor  construction  of  the 
depressed  Central  Artery  and 
Third  Harbor  Tunnel  to  ensure 
it  will  have  a  minimal  effect  on 
adjacent  neighborhoods. 

“The  major  task  ahead  of  us 
is  to  craft  a  strong  long-range 
working  agreement  with  the 
committtee  to  guarantee  that 
impacts  on  neighborhood 
residents  and  businesses  are 
kept  to  an  absolute  minimun,” 
wrote  Flynn  in  a  memo  to  city 
department  heads. 

The  coordinating  committee 
intends  to  set  up  a  tripartite 
relationship  with  the  state  and 
with  a  soon-to-be-created 
citizens’  advisory  committee 
whose  members  will  represent 
impacted  communities. 

The  committee’s  three  goals 
are  to  forge  a  mitigation  plan 
to  protect  neighborhoods,  draft 
a  mechanism  for  neighborhood 
participation,  and  ensure  con¬ 
struction  jobs  go  to  Boston 
residents. 

The  $3  billion  project  is  not 
expected  to  start  until  1989.

Enforcement 

With  the  warmer  months 
right  around  the  comer,  the 
Boston  Police  have  promised  to 
resume  their  crack  down  on 
prostitution  in  the  Combat 
Zone,  Chinatown  and  Bay 
Village. 

Area  A  Commanding  Officer 
Ronald  X.  Conway  said  female 
undercover  officers  would 
stroll  the  streets  near  the  Zone 
to  seize  potential  customers  of 
prostitutes  called  “johns.” 
Hundreds  were  arrested  last 
summer  during  the  crime 
sweep  dubbed  Operation 
Squeeze.

J.  Joseph  Meng,  BU  vice 
president  for  external  affairs, 
said  that  a  formal  agreement 
was  signed  between  BU  Presi¬ 
dent  John  Silber  and  Tunghai 
President  Ko’ang  Mei.  The 


relationship  opens  the  door  to 
communication  and  academic 
exchanges  between  the  two 
schools,  said  Meng.

You 
may  apply  from  9:00  a.m.  to  7:00  p.m.  on  Wednesday  and  Thursday  and  from  9:00 
a.m.  to  5:00  p.m.  on  Friday. 

The  Plaza  Castle  is  located  at  the  corner  of  Arlington  Street  and  Columbus  Avenue, 
diagonally  across  from  the  Park  Plaza  Hotel.  The  Arlington  Street  MBTA  station  on  the 
Green  Line  is  the  nearest  subway  stop.

Someone 
will  help  you  apply. 

If  you  are  already  on  a  waiting  list  for  other  public  or  subsidized  housing,  you  will  not 
lose  your  place  on  that  waiting  list  when  you  apply  for  Section  8  assistance. 

This  is  not  a  first  come,  first  served  process.  You  will  be  placed  on  the  waiting  list  by  a  com¬ 
puter  lottery,  not  by  your  place  in  line.  Therefore,  you  may  apply  on  Wednesday,  Thurs¬ 
day,  or  Friday  and  have  an  equal  chance  of  getting  assistance  soon.

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Tremont  Village  is  faulted 
for  lack  of  disabled  access 


Even  though  design 
changes  were  recently  made 
on  Tremont  Village,  objec¬ 
tions  are  still  being  raised  by 
individuals  about  the  housing 
project’s  inaccessibility  to 
disabled  people. 

When  construction  on  the 
$1.4  million,  20-unit  housing 
project  is  finished,  Tremont 
Village  will  carry  a  reputa¬ 
tion  for  having  a  flawed  and 
hapless  start  as  complaints 
about  the  building  have  come 
in  from  handicapped  people 
and  from  neighbors  in  Bay 
Village. 

Two  Boston  residents  are 
asking  the  state  Architectural 
Access  Board  to  withdraw  a 
variance  on  Tremont  Village 
unless  changes  are  made  by 
architect  Tso  Associates  to 
provide  wheelchair  access  to 
all  its  primary  entrances. 

Under  state  law,  a  structure 
of  12  units  or  more  must  be 
accessible  to  disabled  people 
in  its  major  walkways, 
primary  entrances  and 
vestibules. 

But  in  the  case  of  Tremont 
Village,  only  one  entrance 
that  serves  four  units  and  on¬ 
ly  one  apartment  is  accessible 
to  wheelchairs. 

Paul  Chan,  a  consultant  to 
the  Chinese  Consolidated 
Benevolent  Association,  the 
builder  of  the  project,  wrote 
in  a  report  to  the  board  that 


the  regulations  aren’t  prac¬ 
tical  in  the  case  of  Tremont 
Village. 

The  building  has  no  major 
entrance,  he  wrote,  but  in¬ 
stead  several,  some  only  ser¬ 
ving  single  apartments. 

Jane  K.  Alper,  an  attorney 
for  the  Disability  Law 
Center,  a  private,  nonprofit 
legal  advice  center,  said  that 
she  filed  a  motion  for  recon¬ 
sideration  on  behalf  of  her 
clients,  Lynn  Best  and  Peter 
Wong. 

The  motion  asks  the  eight- 
member  Access  Board  to 
strip  Tremont  Village  of  its 
variance  if  significant  ar¬ 
chitectural  modifications 
aren’t  made. 

Chan  said  to  make  the  en¬ 
tire  20-unit  project  accessible 
to  the  disabled  would  require 
a  complete  overhaul  of  the  ar¬ 
chitectural  design  of  the 
building. 

And  changing  any  architec¬ 
tural  plans  is  a  touchy  subject 
for  the  CCBA  since  it  is 
wrangling  with  a  lawsuit  filed 
by  several  residents  of  Bay 
Village  who  allege  the 
building  violates  architectural 
designs  of  Bay  Village  which 
is  a  historic  district. 

The  board  granted  a 
variance  on  April  13  after  it 
approved  a  plan  that  provides 
wheelchair  access  to  the 
doorbells  of  the  other  units.

The  idea  for  putting  together  A 
New  Beginning  evolved  out  of 
their  other  book  Lowell  —  A 
Contemporary  View.  Higgins 
says,  “The  head  of  the  Cambo¬ 
dian  Mutual  Assistance  Associa¬ 
tion  of  Lowell  contacted  us  with 
the  idea  of  doing  an  extensive 
documentary  on  a  major  group 
of  refugees  who  had  just  arriv¬ 
ed.” 

One  of  the  purposes  of  their 
book,  say  Higgins  and  Ross,  is 
to  “eliminate  prejudice,  to  learn 
to  be  tolerant  if  a  family  of  15 
Cambodians  move  in  next 
door,  and  to  be  more  compas¬ 
sionate.” 

Higgins  says  that  Lowell  has 
experienced  a  tremendous 
revitalization  the  past  five  years 
due  to  this  influx  and  resultant 
secondary  migration.  “Southeast 
Asians  now  represent  over  10 
percent  of  Lowell’s  population 
and  30  percent  of  Lowell  High 
School.” 

Adds  Higgins,  “A  lot  of 
times,  we  came  in  a  home,  sat 
down,  ate  dinner  a  few  times, 
and  went  to  a  wedding  or 
something  before  we  were  able 
to  get  what  we  were  looking 
for.” 

Higgins  and  Ross,  who  live  in 
North  Chelmsford,  blend 
together  to  design,  photograph 
and  document.  For  this  book, 
they  were  maintained  by  private 
grants. 

“All  businesses  in  Lowell 
want  to  be  supportive  of  the 
refugee  situation,”  says  Hig¬ 
gins.  The  authors  have  almost 


sold  out  their  first  run  and  look 
forward  to  a  second  printing 
with  wider  distribution. 

The  stated  philosophy  of  Hig¬ 
gins  and  Ross  is  communicating 
through  photography.  “The 
more  this  type  of  social 


documentary  comes  out,  the  bet¬ 
ter  becomes  everbody’s 
understanding,”  Higgins  insists. 

Observes  Higggins,  “In  the 
most  simple  and  direct  way 
possible,  we  try  to  state  the  issue 
with  an  image.”

Proposed  zoning  amendment 
will  have  impact  on  Chinatown 

Downtown  interim  planning  overlay  district  will  curb 
swift  commerical  development  around  Chinatown  area

Last  Thursday  ended  the  com¬ 
ment  period  from  the  public  on 
several  recommended  changes 
in  the  Boston  Zoning  Code,  of 
which  most  closely  watched  by 
developers  is  the  downtown 
IPOD. 

Crafted  by  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority,  the 
downtown  IPOD,  or  interim 
planning  overlay  district,  refers 
to  an  amendment  to  the  zoning 
code  that  would  affect  develop¬ 
ment  for  two  years. 

Because  zoning  laws  have  not 
been  updated  in  several  decades 
amid  rapid  development  in 
Boston,  IPODs  will  help  keep  a 
check  on  growth  while  the  city 
has  time  to  write  up  a  new  body 
of  zoning  laws. 

If  enacted, 
the  downtown 
IPOD  will  be 
the  most  impor¬ 
tant  of  the 
Boston  IPODs 
because  it  af¬ 
fects  the 
epicenter  of 
commerical 
Boston  and  a 
land  mass  that 
spans  from  the 
Waterfront  to 
the  Back  Bay.

Additionally,  Chinatown  and 
South  Cove  will  be  designated  a 
housing  priority  area,  earmark¬ 
ing  60  percent  of  all  new 
development  for  housing. 

The  main  feature  of  the 
downtown  IPOD  is  its  list  of 
height  restrictions  for  new 
buildings.  The  regulations  vary 
in  different  neighborhoods 
downtown.  In  Chinatown,  new 
development  will  not  exceed  80 
to  100  feet,  if  approved,  com¬ 
pared  with  a  current  maximum 
height  limit  of  170  feet. 

If  the  downtown  IPOD  is  en¬ 
dorsed  by  the  Zoning  Commis¬ 
sion  and  the  mayor,  there  will  be 
a  slew  of  new  regulations 
developers  will  have  to  worry 
about. 

To  obtain  permits,  developers 
would  have  to  show  conformity 
to  IPOD  height  standards, 
minimize  the  environmental  and 
transportation  impact,  and  har¬ 


monize  construction  designs 
with  surrounding  aesthetics. 

IPOD  also  calls  for  special 
housing  priority  areas  and 
economic  development  areas.  If 
housing  is  eliminated  during 
construction,  the  developer  must 
supplant  the  lost  units  on  another 
site. 

There  are  concerns  among 
critics  that  the  regulations  will 
pare  down  the  tax  revenue  ac¬ 
quired  from  commercial 
development.  Similarly,  linkage 
money  for  housing  and  jobs  may 
dwindle,  some  say,  if  the  size  of 
buildings  are  circumscribed. 

But  the  BRA  thinks  that  these 
limitations  will  only  make 
developers  think  about  construc¬ 
tion  in  other  areas  of  Boston 
previously  overlooked. 

Along  with  the  downtown 
IPOD,  the  BRA  is  hoping  to  add 
other  amendments  to  the  zoning 
code  that  would  increase  han¬ 
dicap  access  in  buildings, 
strengthen  historical  preserva¬ 
tion,  and  preserve  open  space  in 
the  city. 
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Citizenship  for  American  spouses 
not  easily  acquired  under  new  law

The  Immigration  Marriage  Fraud 
Amendments  became  law  on  November 
10,  1986  four  days  after  the  Immigration 
Reform  and  Control  Act  of  1986.  The 
law  applies  to  petitions  based  on  mar¬ 
riages  that  are  less  than  two  years  old 
when  the  resident  status  is  granted  by  the 
government  to  the  alien. 

Conditional  permanent  resident  status 
are  given  to  aliens  who  marry  U.S. 
citizens  or  green  card  holders,  or  who 
are  sons  or  daughters  of  U.S.  citizens  or

green  card  holders. 

That  status  can  be  taken  away  during  a 
two  year  period  if  the  government  finds 
that  the  marriage  was  fraudulent,  or  if 
the  alien  and  the  spouse  do  not  apply  to 
remove  the  conditional  status  within  90 
days  prior  to  the  second  year  of  the  con¬ 
ditional  resident  status.  There  is  provi¬ 
sion  for  waiver  of  this  status  by  the 


government. 

To  remove  the  conditional  status,  both 
the  alien  and  the  spouse  must  go  to  a  per¬ 
sonal  interview  before  an  immigration 
officer.  Failure  to  appear  for  the  per¬ 
sonal  interview  will  result  in  the  ending 
of  permanent  resident  status.  The  deci¬ 
sion  of  the  government  will  made  within 
90  days  after  the  interview. 

If  the  decision  is  adverse  to  the  alien, 
there  can  an  appeal  in  a  deportation  pro¬ 
ceeding. 

Aliens  in  exclusion  or  deportation 
hearings  cannot  adjust  their  status  based 
on  marriages.  Aliens  must  live  out  of 
U.S.  for  two  years  after  the  marriage. 
Thus,  the  alien  who  is  being  excluded  or 
deported  cannot  secure  an  immediate 
green  card  by  marriage  until  the  alien 
has  lived  in  the  foreign  home  country  for 
two  years  after  the  marriag. 

It  is  also  now  a  ground  for  deportation 
if  the  conditional  permanent  resident 
status  is  ended.  It  is  also  a  crime  to  ob¬ 
tain  immigration  benefits  by  marriage 
fraud.  The  penalty  is  imprisonment  of 
not  more  than  five  years  and  a  fine  of  not 
more  than  $250.00,  or  both.

Life  after  the  “El” 

Replacement  option  is  on  many  people’s  minds

It’s  been  two  days  since  the  highly  trumpeted  MBTA  Orange 
Line  opened  for  passenger  service,  yet  some  residents  along 
Washington  Street  don’t  share  the  same  enthusiasm  of  the  new 
line  as  MBTA  officials. 

The  Washington  Street  Corridor  Coalition,  a  merger  of  com¬ 
munity  leaders,  business  people  and  residents,  wants  to  see  the 
MBTA  replace  the  discontinued  elevated  Orange  Line  with  a 
permanent  public  transit  system. 

Transit  service  on  the  elevated  tracks  was  shut  down  on  April 
30  and  transferred  to  the  Southwest  Corridor  line  two  days 
later. 

The  new  Orange  Line  is  a  vast  improvement  over  its  forerun¬ 
ner.  Almost  five  miles  long,  it  connects  Chinatown  to  Jamaica 
Plain,  shuttling  some  46,000  people  daily.  Predicted  MBTA 
General  Manager  James  F.  O’Leary,  ‘‘It  will  perhaps  be  the 
best  operated  public  service  line  in  the  country.” 

But  the  new  line  also  lies  several  blocks  north  of  the  elevated 
tracks.  For  many  old  Orange  Line  commuters,  the  new  route 
virtually  serves  another  part  of  the  city. 

Left  with  an  uncertain  future  about  public  transportation 
along  Washington  Street,  the  coalition  is  pressuring  the  MBTA 
to  replace  the  elevated  line  with  a  viable  and  permanent  transit 
system. 

MBTA  Spokesman  Peter  Dimond  said  there  are  three 
replacement  alternatives  under  consideration.  Choosing  an 
alternative  is  a  contentious  issue  for  abutting  neighborhoods 
because  their  varying  characteristics  make  it  difficult  to  select  a 
transit  system  suitable  for  all  communities.  The  options  are: 

•  trolleys  —  light  rail  vehicles  like  the  ones  used  on  the  Green 
Line.  Even  though  they  are  carry  more  passengers  than  buses, 
many  in  Chinatown  dislike  this  option  because  they  would  fur¬ 
ther  clog  the  already  congested  streets  in  the  area.  Increased 
traffic  raises  questions  of  safety  for  children  at  the  Quincy 
School.  Others  say  it  would  divide  Chinatown,  similar  to 
Knee  land  Street's  wedge  in  the  community. 

•  buses  —  diesel -powered  buses  or  electrically-operated 
trackless  trolleys  (like  the  ones  used  in  north  Cambridge). 
Residents  in  parts  of  the  South  End  and  Roxbury  worry  that 
buses  are  less  efficient  than  LRVs.  Buses  would  also  cut  down 
foot  traffic  along  Washington  Street,  merchants  say,  hurting 
their  businesses. 

•  dual-propulsion  guided  buses  —  buses  that  operate  on  diesel

power  above  ground  and  switch  to  electricity 
underground  like  a  trolley.  The  transit  mode  is  new, 
untested  in  Boston,  and  requires  a  sophisticated 
guidance  system  underground  through  the  narrow  tun¬ 
nels. 

In  the  meantime.  No.  49  buses  are  are  serving 
Washington  Street  commuters,  traveling  between 
Dudley  Square  and  Downtown  Crossing  every  six  to  10 
minutes,  depending  on  the  time  of  day. 


Dimond  said  the  MBTA  is  now  deciding  if  it  will  look 
at  the  dual-guided  bus  option.  An  environmental  impact 
repxm  is  expected  to  be  released  this  September  on  each 
system,  but  more  time  will  be  needed  to  study  the  dual- 
guided  buses  if  they’re  also  considered. 

Finally,  the  MBTA  hopes  to  select  an  option  by 
January  1988.  For  many  residents  of  Roxbury  and  the 
South  End,  the  wait  for  a  permanent  replacement  will  be 


a  long  one.  A  final  bus  system  would  not  start  up  until 
1989.  And  if  LRVs  are  chosen,  they  may  not  begin 
operation  until  1992. 

Responding  to  the  fears  of  Washington  Street 
residents,  the  mayor’s  Office  of  Neighborhood  Services 
released  a  report  last  month  describing  the  impact  of  the 
elevated  Orange  Line  dismantling. 

Most  agree  the  demolition  will  have  a  marginal  impact 
on  Chinatown.  The  repiort,  however,  touches  on  the 
question  of  LRVs  passing  through  this  neighborhood. 

There  are  three  ways  the  railroad  tracks  could  be 
weaved  through  Chinatown  to  connect  to  an  unused  tun¬ 
nel  under  Tremont  Street,  but  each  proposal  has  its 
drawbacks. 

A  tunnel  under  Tremont  Street,  for  example,  will  re¬ 
quire  the  temporary  closure  of  Elliot  Norton  Park  during 
construction  and  adversely  affect  the  Tremont  Village 
housing  project  near  Mass  Pike  Towers. 

Demolition  will  start  on  the  elevated  Orange  Line 
tracks  this  summer.  In  Chinatown,  wrecking  will  occur 
between  Dover  Station  and  the  underground  tunnel  bet¬ 
ween  June  15  and  August  31.  This  time  frame  was 
chosen  because  the  nearby  Quincy  School  will  be  closed 
for  summer  vacation. 

Work  will  occur  between  9  a.m.  and  10  p.m.,  Mon¬ 
day  through  Saturday.  About  15  feet  of  track  will  be 
removed  each  day  during  the  dismantling.
